>. KOWLOON, Is 
The question of lighting thn district of 
Kowléon had: been for a number of years 
brought prominently before the Directors of 
the Hongkong “and »China Gas Company, 
Limited, tnt naturally they felt a disin- 
olination to proused with thé creation of 
works at a large expotditure 6f capital, 
until they had some reascd t think that 
the faturddemand for gee wotld bo likely 
to reoompense them for the outlay... In 2886 
Mr F. W_ Goes, the present Manager of 
the Compaay, arrived: in the Colony, and 
among otler matters took up tho question 
of the lighting of Kowloon, at the point 
where it vas left by’ his predecessor, end an 
behelf of his Company, aud with the advice 
of.the late Hon. P. Ryrie,, entered: into 
Hegotiations with the Government 2a to 
lighting the district, “Mattert“so far’ od- 
vaneed, and it was 5 apparent that Kow- 
Ioonhad a groat futucebefore it (whether noar 
or far it was Of course too probleniatical. to 
say)-that it was doomed adviesble to,. at 
any rate, seoura.a piece of land, in 6 
siitible porition Rod ; f ‘arapl ize for the 
future requirements of the Comping, and in 
July of 1887 the Compacy purchased « piece 
of land of 60,000 square feet “drea, to the 
Sénth of Yau-ma-ti.

developed, bothin the Zuropesa and Ohineso 
districts, and a large number of European 
houses were ereoted, and in moat of these 
new houses the gas: pipes were laid during 
the coune of erection, [a Atgust 1691 
instructions were xeveived in Boagkong by 
the Manager of the Company.to procoed 
with the erection of the worke for Kowloon, 
and everything having been prepared for. 
such inetraotions, the tenders were acoepted, 
led with atance, It 
was anticipated the works would have becn 
Teady for the sapply-cf gas by September of 
this year, but unexpected delays took place 
in sending forward the trouwork, and the. 
opeaing of the works has therefore been 
delayed uatil November 1, on which date 
most of the streets and reads in Kowlcan 
will be lighted by gas, and a farther exten- 
vion will take placs when tha-new roads te 
the east of Robinson Boad are completed. 
As betoro stated, the works are situated in 
Yaurma-ti, and it is anticipated, they wl 
ultimately: prove to have been placed in the 
centre of the district to be supplied. The

DESCRIPTION OF THE WORKS. . 

Surroanding the area of 50,000 square 
feet is a substantial bouvdarg- wall of red 
brick with coment copiag-; the entrance to 
the works is in Fiith Street, and jmmediate- 
ly to the right is the Kesident Manager’a 
house, which was nob-aterted till late, and 
is therefore only now drawing to 9 comple- 
tion, ‘The basertent.of this buildiug ta 
very highs twe objects being gained by this 
arrangement, viz. the bealib of the residents, 
and ampla etoreage room; above the bass- 
ment. are the offices, avd showroom, and 
above this the residence. The house is 
being built to the desigas and urder the 
superintendence of Messrs Palmer and 
Parner. In the North-west corner and to 
the right of the entrance “is situated thy 
Retort House and Goal Store, and thia 
building has"a corrugated iron reaf. The 
bench of retorts is prepared with four 
arches, but at present only three arches ure

: “Neatly a month ago I: had” occasion to 
‘yeter to. what, was likely to hesomo the 
Hyppy Walley question, the large inflax of 
recraationists to ‘thét popular play-ground 
of the Oolony* forcing into. consideration 
‘what facilities aro afforded for the many 
golf, orickat, football, and hockey clubs. 
It is not over any of those games that tho 
discussion is going to rage, however. The 
rumour that-the Poto Club has reosived 
permission to’ play om the Happy Valloy 
has thrown the fulléwers of some of the 
ather games into a state of excitement, and. 
it is not unlikely that a rigorous boycott ie 
to he imposéd on the palo players. Thoro 
booms to bo w certain amount of reaion 
in the objections raised against allowing 
polo to bs ona-of the games ployed at 
Happy Valley, but the ‘chief reason for 
interfering at all, in my opinion, is to 
havo the whole of the gamea rogu- 
Isted by wolldefiued regulations.

(It would bo establishing: = 
bad precadent if the allotment of club space 
at the Happy Valley were left entirely im 
the hands of a Committee appointed from 
the various clubs, A- considerable num- 
ber of men are members of several labs at 
present making use of the Vulley, and in 
any Commities that may be appointed they 
will obtain iindue representation which 
may or may not be used with. discretion to 
tha erclusion of ns¥-comera in the shape 
of other clubs—such as polo, for instance. 
The regulation of the Happy Valleg is one 
of those things admirably suited for s 
Municipal Counoil, for it is ridiculously 
absurd to have a small, though important, 
matter of this sort taking up the attention 
of the Government of a Colony. Matters 
would not be much improved by placing 
the whole cubject in a departmental office, 


for the chances in such an event ara about 
10 to 1 that, we would-reach s more chaotic 
state than before, even leaving out of account 
tho fact that Government servants, mem- 
ders of ‘the various Olubs, could bring acu- 
men and an wabiassed spirit of fairplay to 
bone on the considaratiun of the question.
